Practically all Annuals will bloom the first year if 
sown outdoors after the winter is settled, but some 
of them come into bloom a little late and so are bet- 
ter started in coldframes, hotbeds, or boxes indoors. 


Almost all Annuals like rich soil, plenty of water, 
and bright sunshine. Dwarf varieties should be 
thinned to stand about 4 inches apart; taller varie- 
ties from 6 to 18 inches. Exceptional plants, like 
Cosmos, may require even more space. 


Thorough cultivation while the plants are young 
and copious watering in dry weather will insure 
success.
